DlttCOTKUY  OK  ANCIENT  MUINft  IN 
NEW  AUXiltf. 

The  Boston  Juurn.il  reports  that  import¬ 
ant  discoveries  of  tbs  largest  ancient  ruins 
yet  found  on  this  continent,  which  extend 
for  a  distance  of  flfUeu  miles  np  and  down 
the  banks  of  the  Las  Aminas  Hirer,  about 
forty  miles  from  Durango,  iu  Rio  Grande 
coanty,  N.  11.,  have  receutly  been  made. 
Post  Office  Inspector  Cuuieron,  who  visited 
these  rains  'lately,  believes  the  ancient  vil¬ 
lages  were  occupied  by  the  Moqui  Indians, 
and  not  by  tbs  Aztecs,  as  is  generally  sup¬ 
posed.  He  speaks  of  discovering  a  stone 
ruin  four  hundred  feet  by  four  hundred  and 
tt\y  feet,  which  at  one  time  evidently  was 
three  stories  high.  The  walls  are  five  feet 
thick.  There  wore  about  one  hnndred  and 
fifty  rooms  in  the  bailding,  of  ten  feet 
square  each.  An  euterp rising  Yankee  who 
has  pre-empted  as  government  land  the 
ground  on  which  the  ruins  stand,  has  been 
doing  a  fine  busiuess  selling  relics  to  vis¬ 
itors.  A  discovery  thought  important  by 
the  gentlemen  of  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology 
was  lately  made  there  of  thirteeu  human 
a  subterranean  chamber  of  thq 
mentioned.  This  bod  evidently 
been  need  as  a  burial  vault.  They  were 
wrapped  up  carefully  in  a  kind  of  coarse 
doth,  and  bore  a  close  resemblance  to  Egyp¬ 
tian  mummies  This  cloth  was  of  cotton, 
and  woven  with  as  much  skill  as  if  done  at 
the  present  day,  which  is  discovered  not  the 
least  interesting  part  of  the  discovery.  The 
skeletons  were  perfectly  preserved  aud  dean. 
They  were  unmistakably  those  of  Indiana 
A  quantity  of  pottery  of  the  best  make  was 
also  found  in  this  tomb.

The  bl 
was  not  one  hundred  yards  of ;  so  the 
bouts  holding  on  to  a  tip  of  the  ear  of  an 
elephant,  led  them  in  a  body  down  toward 
the  water.  Suddenly  a  young  tusker, 
Jerry,  which  had  been  born  in  captivity 
and  was  of  a  most  uncertain  temper,  trum¬ 
peted  and  bolted,  followed  by  every  animal 
in  camp ;  and  it  gave  ns  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  to  recapture  them,  one  tasker,  who 
bed  wandered  upward  of  fifty  miles,  not  be¬ 
ing  recovered  for  a  week.  There  was  not 
the  slightest  canse  for  this  stampede.  It 
interfered  with  oar  sport  considerably ;  but 
in  s  few  days  the  elephants  appeared  to 
have  got  over  their  panic,  and  allowed  ns 
os  to  kill  gaitr,  buffaloes,  and  other  gams 
off  them  without  showing  any  undue  fear. 
I  have  always  found  elephants  born  in  cap¬ 
tivity  most  uncertain  in  tbeir  tempers. 
They  lose  all  fear  of  man,  while,  from  not 
being  accustomed  to  wild  benata,  they  dread 
them,  and  are  thus  useless  for  sport.  —  The 
Lendur^FieUl. 


AT  BCOTCII  BUtfKN. 

Everybody  knows  that  there  is  no  service 
at  the  grave  in  Scotland,  although  the  cler¬ 
gyman  under  whom  the  deceased  “  eat  "  is 
often,  indeed,  usually,  present.  The  hats 
of  jhose  in  attendance  may  be  taken  off  the 
moment  after  they  have  lowered  the  coffin 
into  the  grave  just  for  an  instant,  but  eveu 
this  is  not  always  the  cose.  This  habit  of 
dispensing  with  religious  exercises  bad  its 
origin,  no  doubt,  iu  the  Scotch  horror  of 
doing  anything  that  might  give  a  eolor  to 
the  charge  of  following  the  Roman  Catholic 
custom  of  praying  for  the  dead.  The  read¬ 
ing  of  a  chapter  of  the  Bible  and  a  short 
prayer  iu  the  house  before  the  cortege  sets 
out  for  the  church-yard  is  the  sole  religious 
service,  and  the  preliminaries  to  this  sre 
sometimes  of  a  kind  to  raise  the  idea  that 
care  is  taken  to  dhtconuect  it  from  the  pe¬ 
culiar  circumstances  of  the  occasion.  Twen¬ 
ty  years  ago  I  was  at  a  funeral  iu  the  coun¬ 
try  at  which  the  minister  and  his  colleague 
of  the  church  to  which  the  deceased  be¬ 
longed,  attended.  After  the  company  had 
assembled,  some  decanters  of  wine  and  a 
tray  with  cake  were  brought  iu  and  set 
upont  the  table.  The  daughter  of  the  de¬ 
ceased,  herself  a  clergyman's  wife,  then 
suggested  that  the  senior  minister  should 
“ask  a  blessing."  This  request  served  as 
an  excuse  fur  a  long  prayer  appropriate  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  occasion  which 
bad  brought  ns  together,  and,  after  it  was 
over,  cake  and  wine  were  handed  round. 
Then  a  request  was  made  that  the  junior 
clergyman  should  '  *  return  thanks,  *  and  he 
readily  enough  indulged  in  a  prayer,  in 
'Which  be  gathered  np  ihe  fragments  suit¬ 
able  to  the  circumstances  which  his  col¬ 
league  hod  omitted,  and  that  was  the 
whole  religious  service — simply  a  grace 
before  and  after  meat. — Macmillan' *  Maga-
